Ratifbon, Sept. 13. In a conference held be-:

_of the Pope’s Nuncios; 2dly, To revive the an- 
cient grievances of the German nation againft the 
Holy See, to bring them toa knowledge of a fupreme 
chief of the empire, and to claim his protéction for 
the reftoration of their former rights to the German 
bithops ; and gdly, To eftablifh new regulations re- 
Jative to the ecclefiaftical difcipline. We are affur- 
ed that the conclufum of the prince is already arri- 
ved at Vienna. 

Milan, Aug. 28, Our aftronomers on the 24th 
difcovered a comet, which is as yet only vifible with 
a telefcope. 

Utrecht, 08.5. ~The free corps of Delft, after 
having in vain petitioned their Noble and High 
Mightineffes for leave to march through the ftreets 
of that city with drums beating and colours flying ; 
and after having in vain alfo petitioned their magi- 
ftrares_for the enjoyment of that privilege, have at 
Jength carried their point. The States of Holland, 
convinced that the object of their requeft was pure- 
Jy of a domettic nature, and within the power of the 
Regency of Delft to grant, have unanimoufly re- 

’ ferred th¢ petitioners to that body, for the redrefs of 
what they have hitherto confidered as a grievance ; 
and accordingly, having again prefented themfelves 
at the Town Hall with a renewal of their former 

ition, the Council thought proper to grant it.— 
Thus, Monday the 2d inftant, will be recorded as 
the firft day on which the free corps of Delft had 
the honour, publicly, to perform their military ma- 
nceuvres, and to parade through the ftreets with all 
the warlike infignia of aregular army. _ 

We hear from Guelders, that the Affembly of 
the States have adjourned till the 7th of November, 
but that previoufly they had authorifed the Court of 
Jultice to loofe no time in fummoning them again 
in the énterim, in cafe of neceflity. After this re- 
foducivn bad paffed, it was propofed, on the fame 
ground, that the faid Court fhiould alfo, on all oc- 
cafions that might require celerity and difpatch, be 
suthorifed'to aét, in the name of the Skates, pre- 
cifely as if they were affembled in-form; which re- 
folution was alfo carried in the affirmative. 

Fifty-fix of the Leyden patriots are already on 
their way to Utrecht. 

When the detachmant from the free corps of 
Zirichzee departed, a collection was made for their 
maintenance, which, in one-day, amounted to eleven 
hundred florins.

The Duke of Milan failed from Dover on Satur- 
day morning with a fair wind, and arrived fafe at

Prince Maximilian Francis, the younge(t brother 
of the Emperor of Germany, is expected in Eng- 
land immediately ; the Duke of Milan’s houfe, and 
miatiy of the houfehold that came over with him, are 
Jeft-in poffeffion till his arrival. 

Ir is with great pleafure we hear, that, amongft

{peaks with the higheft fatisfa@ion of his reception 
in England ; particularly at the Royal feftivity at 
Windfor, the Duchefs repeatedly exclaimed it was 
tres magnifique et fuperbe ! 

Yefterday one of his Majefty’s meffengers was 
fent off with difpatches for the Hague, faid to be 
charged with a very {pirited memorial to the States 
General in behalf of the Prince Stadtholder. 

A perfon, faid- to beef diftinction, arrived in 
town F mye from Holland, and was immediately 
attended 


by a gentleman belonging to the Secretary © 


of State’s office. The refult of this conference was 
immediately forwarded to his Majelty. 

To-morrow a Council is to be held at St James’s 
for iffuing a proclamation for calling the Parliament; 
all the Minitters of State are fammoned to town. 

The conclufion of the commercial treaty, it is ge- 
nerally believed, will be an excellent leffon of gene- 
ral philanthropy. For two powerful and refpectable 
nations, the prime movers in the fyitem of Europe- 
an politics, who have been rivals or enemies for five 


huadred years, to lay afide their ancient animofi- ' 


ties, »and form @ reciprocal league of amity and good 
offices, cemented by a common intereft, and con- 
firmed by mutual benefits, is an example to man- 
kind, highly worthy of imitation. 

‘The advantages of fuch a treaty as the above, are 
great and manifeit. The afperity of former ages is 
loft in the refined manners of modern times. Cruel- 
ty in war, and mutual contempt in peace,. which on- 
ly diftinguifh barbarians, are exchanged for a reci- 
procal exercife of humanity and courtefy; and, by 





mutual intercourfe, each dation will more readily 

obferve, and cheerfully imitate the charatteriltic vit- 

tues of the other.

In the contention now carried on with fo much 
violence in the States of Holland, Adminiftration 
has a ticklifh part to play. For if they throw their 
weight into the Stadtholder’s fcale, then the people 
of England will cry out that arbitrary power is fup- 
ported in oppofition to liberty. If, on thé contra- 
ry, the politics of this country fhould favour the 
popular caufe, then it may be urged, that we have 
deferted our good friend and ally the Prince of -O- 
range. 

If the Republicans were of one party, perhaps 
the Stadtholder might be obliged to. fubmit; but 
thofe provinces which act againft him arejaétually 
divided among themfelves, and feem’ to have no 
more colie<tive force than the States’ of North A- 
metica. , 

By letters from Paris, dated the 3d of this month, 
we learn, that authentic accounts had been received 
from Grand Cairo in Egypt, “declaring that. the 
Turkith fleet, under the command of the Capitan 
Pacha, had landed, on the 2oth of Auguft laft, a 
large body of troops at Rofetta, where they were 
attacked by the advanced ‘guard of Ibrahim Bey, 
which was foon put to flight by the Ottomans. The 
Capitan Pacha then proceeded to the plains before 
Boublak, the fuburbs of Cairo, where the whole ar- 
my of Murath Bey was drawn out in good order. 
The Capitan, after a fhort fpeech to his men, not- 
withftanding his great age, charged on foot at the 
head of the Janizaries, and cut his way into the 
centre of the rebels. ‘The corfli@ was fhort but ex- 
ceedingly bloody, no quarter being given on either 
fide. Murath and Ibrahim, after haviag, been 
wounded, were among the firft that fled;, and the 
veteran of the Ottomans purfued the remains of the 
rebel army into the city of Cairo, when a prodigious 
flaughter enfued. ' 

The inhabitants of Cairo, according to the above 
advices, were unmolefted by the Turks,.as they had 
never forfeited their allegiance to the Porte, and 
were lately furprifed by the troops of Ibrahim Bey, 
who, with Murath Bey, has fed to Upper Egypt, 
where it is generally fuppofed they will not eafily 
find an afylum, as the Chiefs of the Arabs, previ- 
oufly to their defeat, had declared themfelves in fa- 
vour of the Grand Signior. ot 

The Dietines in Poland are held in a, veryitumul- 
tuous manner. They write from Kaminiekrin Po- 
dolia, that about 5000 gentlemen affembled there, 
who immediately divided into two bands. The 
Prince, General of Podolia, and his party, having 
feized upon the cathedral church, in order to hold 
their aflembly, their opponents found themfelves o- 
bliged to give way, and met in a church belonging 
to the Dominicans. Each party chofe its own D 
puty, to be fent to the general Diet. A double 
Dietine was alfo held at Luck, but General Meze- 
zyafki was elected by both parties to reprefent that 
ftarotty. 

By a letter received from Mauritius, by the way, 
of Pondicherry, we learn, that the King of France 
has granted the Ameticans and Spaniards.a free 
port in the ifland of Mauritius, from whence they 
will trade to Manilla, and other parts of India. 

The fame letters mention, that an American thip 
was at the ifland of Madagafcar, upon which the 
Americans meant to. make a fettlement; but had 
not met with a favourable reception from the inha- 
bitants. A. Polonefe nobleman, named Biniaufky, 
commands this expedition ; he was in the French 
fervice, about four years ago, and had the command 
of the troops at Port-au-Prince, a place on the fame 
ifland, but on account of his cruel treatment of the 
natives, he»was dilmifled, and fent to Europe. 

By accounts from the Decan we learn, that the 
Mahrattah army, under Nana Fuarnavefe, Tukojee 
Hoolcar, Hurry Punt Taatia, Modhajee Bhofillah, 
&c. &e. were encamped on the 4th of February at 
a place called Narin-Gong, in the Bijapour or Vi- 
fiapour country, which is 150° cofs from Poonah. 
Their force confilted at that time of about 70,000 
horfe and foot ; but large divifions joining daily, it 
was expected to amount in a few days to.more than 

100,000 men. ‘The Nizam, with 40,000-horfe and 
foot, and a large train of artillery, was encamped at 
the diftance of twenty cofs from Nana, who had ap- 


pointed the 11th of February for an interview with 
that prince.

Captain Kinnier is appointed to the command of 
the Aitrea frigate, which is ordered to efcort the 
tranfport thips to the uew intended fettlement at Bo- 
tany- Bay. 

By private letters from E'uxton, received yelter- 
day, we have the fatisfadon to hear, that Lord 
Thurlow has received gr .t benefit from the ufe of 
the warm baths in that celebrated village.

It is certainly true, and for the honour of Scot-

The three new fhips of war Jaunched on Satur-

King’s yards at Plymouth, Harwich, and Deptford; 
the others have been all from private builders dock- 

ards. 

A pofthumous work of Mr de Treffau, has jut 
been publifhed in Paris, wherein the caufe of the 
tides is accounted for in a manner entirely new, it 
being aferibed by him to the power of eleétricity.

EXTRAORDINARY PHENOMENON. 

A gentleman having favoured us with the tran- 
feript of a letter from Villa Franca, giving an ac- 
count of a very extraordinary appearance which had 
vifized the neighbouring cnalt; we lay the following 
— containing the fubftance, before the pub- 
ic? 

“© That on the night of the 8th of laft month, 
the horizon appeared uncommonly black towards the 
fouth-eaft ; and that there was obferved on the fea 
a vaporous light, which gradually increafed in body, 
and took a direction towards the fhore. A part of 
it was confiderably above the plane of the earth; but 
fome of it, which ‘diffufed a blue glare, came fo near 
the furface, as to tinge the tops of all the vegetation 
over which it pafled. The air was alfo fo affected 
by this /w/as mature, as to occalion very alarming 
effets on the animal fy{tem.” 

We fhould not fo readily have admitted this ac- 
count, were we not warranted by the records of the 
Royal Society ; in which mention is made of fimilar 
appearances. In our own country we have, in par- 
ticular; had experience of the effects of a vapour like 
the one before-mentioned, of which the following is 
a fummary : 

In the year 1694, the country aboat Harlech, in 
Merionethfhire, was annoyed above eight months by 
a ftrange fiery exhalation ; it was feen only in the 
night, and confifted of a livid vaponr, which arofe 
from the fea, or rather feemed to come from Caer- 
narvonthire, crofs a bay of the fea, eight or nine 
miles broad, on the welt fide of Harlech; it {pread 
from this bay over the land, and fet fire to all. the 
barns, ftacks of hay, and corn in its way ; it alfoin- 
felted the air, and fo blafted the grafs and herbage that

in ftormy, as well as in calm nights, but more fre- 
quently in the winter, than the following fummer;
